A failed traffic stop early 
Sunday morning turned into a 
five-mile chase as the alleged 
offender attempted to evade 
police but eventually 
surrendered.

Community Supports 
Block Grant Program 
For Vocational School

A crowd of more than 50 citizens, school employees and local 
government officers braved the cold weather Tuesday night to 
attend a meeting held in the Courthouse Annex basement regarding 
the Kentucky Community Development Block Grant, which the 
Adair County School system plans to obtain in order to fund a 
vocational school in the county. 

“Since I moved here in 1977, people have been asking why Adair 
County doesn’t have a vocational school,” began Superintendent 
Alan Reed. “The driving factor really cuts down our vocational 
participation, and with education switching the spotlight from just 
college ready to college and career ready, this move will help sat¬ 
isfy both areas.” 

Adair County satisfies the criteria to meet the national objective 
required to qualify for the grant in that the money would benefit 
low to moderate income persons, and the group is attempting to 
garner what are known as non-traditional grant funds. The typical

NaCve Argues

Every year, the U.S. Supreme Court collects approximately 
10,000 petitions for cases to be appealed to the nation’s highest 
court. Of the thousands of requests, only 75 to 80 are accepted. 
Many of the most decorated, high-profile attorneys in America will 
go their entire careers without ever contending in a Supreme Court 
case. Last Tuesday, however, one of Adair County’s own - Steven 
Loy - stood before the justices in Washington, D.C. and argued a 
case that hopes to settle a debate about when companies can file 
false advertising lawsuits. 

“When you say those words - Mr. Chief Justice - I don’t think 
anybody can do that and not have some bit of nervousness run 
through them,” Loy said in an interview Wednesday morning. “But 
I think we were well prepared and I thought we made some good 
arguments.” 

Loy, 44, has represented Lexmark International, Inc., for more 
than a decade, and defended the case after a different company 
made a false advertising allegation. He’s the first Columbia-raised 
attorney to ever argue before the Supreme Court. 

“It’s quite an honor,” Loy said. “Standing up in front of the 
Supreme Court and making an argument, that moment is one I will

Adair County Mourns 
Loss Of Kody Pelly

Columbia lost one of its most 
colorful and beloved figures of 
the past two decades last Lriday 
morning as Kody Pelly passed 
away at 2:50 a.m. as a result of 
various heart conditions he had 
battled since birth. He was 23 
years old. As the news spread 
throughout the community in 
the early hours of the morning, 
the outpouring of overwhelming 
sadness at the loss of such a 
joyous individual flooded both 
personal conversation and social 


media networks. 

“Lacebook just exploded,” his mother, Kim Green Pelly said 
Tuesday. “I knew Kody had touched a lot of lives, but I had no idea 
how many. Lor a few days there, that’s all every post was. It did me 
so much good to read that.” 

The widespread reaction left little doubt that Kody had become 
one of the most well-known, and more importantly, well-loved 
residents of the community. 

“Kody made an impact on everyone he came into contact with,” 
said Missy Garmon, a teacher at Adair County Elementary School, 
whose classroom Kody volunteered in often. “He helped us and 
entertained not only every student, but every adult he came into 
contact with as well with his awesome personality, witty stories and 
laughter that would warm your heart.” 

It was that personality, those stories, that laughter, and his

A few notes of interest and historical import, from 
1906: 

At a regular meeting of the Municipal Board of 
Columbia, held in the News office, last Thursday night, 
the following orders were made: A committee was 
appointed to secure a rock quarry and construct a bin 
and secure power to operate the crusher. The County 
Attorney was empower to contract with Mr. Paul Azbill 
for a hydrant for fire protection. The reservoir will be 
located in the East corner of the public square and will 
hold ten thousand gallons of water, to be pumped in by a 
gasoline engine. 

~28 March 1906. 

Mr. Mose Wooten, of Sparksville, will open up a 
music store and machine office in Columbia and be 
ready to serve the people who are in need of organs, 
pianos, sewing machines, desks and other things in his 
line, by April the first. Mr. Wooten has rented the front 
room in the News office for his office and sample room, 
and will keep on display some excellent specimens of 
the various things he will have for sale and in storage 
room in this town... 

~28 March 1906. 


Mr. John L. Patton and Miss Lou Fudge were licensed 
to wed a few days ago. 

Mr. Owen M. Humphress and Miss Laura Brockman 
were married last Sunday at the residence of Rev. John 
Rice. 

~4 April 1906. 

Mr. Ray Williams, of Casey’s Creek, son of Mr. John 
A. Williams, and Miss Pinalee Russell, daughter of Mr. 
John Russell, of Watson, eloped for Tennessee last 
Monday morning, leaving Columbia at 4 o’clock. 

~4 April 1906. 

The Methodist people, members of the church at this 
place (Columbia), are thinking seriously of erecting a 
new building in which to worship, the old church being 
too small to accommodate the growing congregation. It 
is our understanding that a committee has been 
appointed to secure funds, and if a new building is 
erected it will be a brick structure. 

~11 April 1906. 

Tarter and White will give one of the best exhibitions 
in moving pictures ever seen in this part of the state, 
Friday night. May 4th. 

~25 April 1906. 

A Sunday School was organized at Rocky Hill last 
Sunday afternoon, Mr. M.F. Dudley was elected 
Superintendent, and Miss Lula Todd secretary. 

~25 April 1906. 

The woods caught fire in the Neatsville country last 
Thursday, doing a great deal of damage. Mr. LF. 
Harmon, who was in Columbia Friday, stated that he 
lost much of his fencing and a number of valuable trees 
were burned. Several of Mr. Harmon’s neighbors also 
sustained losses. 

~2 May 1906. 


Mandela-South Africa-AIDS

Eight years ago my son, Blake, and I went to South 
Africa to study the AIDS epidemic. We had secured 
clearance from several American Pharmaceutical 
companies to travel, visit their facilities and attempt to 
become knowledgeable about AIDS. 

Sure, this was a time when Mandela was becoming 
recognized as a world leader for peace. A terrorist who 
was sentenced to 27 years in prison in Robben Island—a 
place used for the isolation of political prisoners. A man 
whose hatred and anger toward apartheid and injustice 
had mellowed to forgiveness, love and reconciliation. 

We all salute this man 
who today represents- 
epitomizes maturity, 
leadership and equality. 

Well so much for 
Mandela, a good man—a 
great man—a combination 
of Abraham Lincoln and 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 

And what about AIDS in 
South Africa today? There 
are more people with HIV/AIDS in the Union of South 
Africa (USA) than any other country in the world. One 
out of every ten South Africans has AIDS—over six 
million people. Only one out of four (two million) South 
Africans with AIDS is receiving treatment for the virus. 


Why? AIDS treatment is 
extremely expensive. 

While we have 
dramatically reduced the 
number of AIDS cases and 
AIDS deaths in the other 
USA, the United States of 
America. We are a filthy 
rich country, by 
comparison, spending 
more money on 
commercialized Christmas 
than could be used to save 
the lives of 100,000 South 
Africans. About half of the 
543,856 deaths annually in South Africa are caused by 
AIDS. 

They need more money and better education. While 
we were in South Africa one controversy was that one 
high ranking government official argued that HIV did 
not cause AIDS. Such a lack of knowledge is 
overwhelming and even Blake, who had extensive 
education regarding AIDS, was wary of drinking 
lemonade offered by the orphans we met, who had lost 
both parents to AIDS. 

So Mandela is gone, buried in the South African 
grasslands. As we toured his home we saw the home of 
a poor man—his home located next to Soweto, a part of 
Johannesburg of 1.5 million of the greatest poverty 
imaginable—shanties of tin, no sewer or running water, 
nothing but AIDS as far as the eye can see.

ceiling for those funds is 
$250,000, but because Adair 
County and the city of Columbia 
are partnering in the venture, 
that ceiling doubles to $500,000. 

“We have two programs that 
we’re after,” Reed added, 
explaining that one of them, a 
health sciences program offering 
pharmacy, nursing and X-Ray 
technician training would 
already be in place. “This appli¬ 
cation is for the welding pro¬ 
gram.” 

“When we took a survey, 
more than 500 students from 
eighth to eleventh grade said 
they would be interested in the 
programs if they were offered,” 
Reed explained to the crowd. 
“This would drastically improve 
the opportunities provided here, 
and you wouldn’t have the brain 
drain of people leaving this area 
to pursue jobs.” 

With such a large figure on 
the table for the total cost of the 
endeavor, Reed was clear to 
point out that none of the money 
would come from the general 
fund of the school system 

“There’s no money in 


The chase continued into the 
Glens Fork community, until 
Greer finally surrendered in his 
own driveway.

Frankfort, and they can hardly 
believe we found this,” he joked.

never forget. I guess the best 
way to describe the experience 
was ‘awe-inspiring.’” 

Arguing the case in D.C., 
Loy was fortunate to have 
some familiar faces on hand to 
observe the proceeding, 
including his father, other fam¬ 
ily members, and former col¬ 
leagues. 

“We even had some retired 
executives at Lexmark that 
took the trip on their own 
nickel. It meant a lot to me on 
a personal level, and I think it 
speaks well to Lexmark and 
the loyalty they have by even 
their former employees com¬ 
ing,” Loy said. “Having all of 
the support that we had, hav¬ 
ing my father to be able to sort 
of walk down that road with 
me was meaningful.”

“The questioning in any 
Supreme Court case is always 
aggressive and intense, but the 
questions that they asked were 
questions that we anticipated.” 

Loy was bom and raised in 
Columbia, graduating from 
Adair County High School in 
1987 and studying at Lindsey 
Wilson College for a year 
before completing his under¬ 
graduate and law degrees at 
the University of Kentucky. 


Ever the professional, Loy’s 
not focused on his personal 
accomplishments, however 
grand they may be, instead 
keeping his attention squarely 
on the case he’s working. 

“Regardless of what hap¬ 
pens at the Supreme Court, 
there will be further steps in 
the lawsuit,” Loy said. “Some 
claims remain at the trial, so 
we’ll just have to see what the 
opinion [of the Court] is and 
take it from there.”

Fiscal Court Hears From City 
Clerk, Columbia-Adair Utilities

In the final scheduled meeting of 2013, the Adair County Fiscal 
Court looked ahead to 2014, examining upcoming budgets, job 
appointments and plans for the county. The first major order of 
business on the agenda focused on the upcoming improvements and 
work to be done by Columbia-Adair Utilities, hearing from Lenny 
Stone about various phases to be completed. 

“Our next phase is downtown,” Stone said. “We’re going to 
replace the water lines around town on the alleys and side streets.” 

Stone explained that they had taken open bids for the project this 
week, and that Stotts’ Construction had submitted the best bid at 
$860,000. The remainder of the project will be completed with KIA 
state revolving funds. 

In addition to the downtown improvements. Stone said the 
utilities company will also lay a new pipe from the top of Russell 
Creek Hill. 

“This will allow us to use our own water instead of pumping it in 
from other places,” he explained. “People in the Sano and 
Millerfield areas should see an increase in water pressure when it’s 
done.” 

The final three phases of the project involve replacing four lift 
stations which, after grant money, will cost only $694,000 of the 
more than $2 million initial pricetag; fixing a creek bank on Russell 
Creek; and a Cane Valley sewer project that will run a water main 
from Spectrum Care to the Industrial Park’s new lift station. 

Also on the agenda was the approval of the 2014 Clerk’s budget, 
which was presented by Clerk Sheila Blair. Much of Blair’s budget 
remained the same from last year, and the Clerk pointed out the 
differences, including a $1,900 increase needed to fund the district 
movement caused by reapportionment, and a three percent raise for 
employees—which was rejected by the Court. 

“A three percent raise at this time is just not a possibility,” said 
County Judge-Executive Ann Melton. “Funds are too tight, but we 
can wait until the third quarter next year to see how the budget is 
running then.” 


Because of the rejection of the raises, as well as requests from 
Magistrates Flatt and Coffey to be given more time to further 
examine the budget, no action was taken. 

“You’re asking us to do a $4 million budget here,” Flatt said. “It 
looks fine, but it’s a $4 million budget, so I’d like to take some time 
to look closer.” 

“We can’t give it if we don’t have it,” Melton reiterated about the 
pay raises, explaining that a special called meeting can be arranged 
in order to approve the amended budget—without the raises, before 
the end of the year. 

In other news and action, the Adair County Fiscal Court: 

• Approved bills and additional bills, pending an 
examination of a new bridge built by Casey County, 
despite being located in Adair County. 

“They said that they had the money in their bridge fund, 
and some of their residents used that bridge as well, so 
they built it,” Melton explained. 

• Approved the Sheriff’s, Jail and Treasurer’s report. 

• Approved the resolution for the Career Readiness Center 
Project being used to fund a vocational school in the 
county. 

• Hired Chase Richards as a part-time 911 employee, and 
noted that they are still looking to fill that position with 
additional employees. 

• Heard from Litter Abatement, who informed the Court that 
the total earned by the department was up roughly $2,000 
from the $34,000-plus of last year. 

• Approved the hiring of Jerri Nixon as Fiscal Court Clerk at 
the same rate as current Clerk Lisa Greer in order to share 
duties with Greer. 

• Heard from Judge-Executive Melton who informed the 
court that the energy grant awarding $100,000 from 
TVAhad been received. Melton requested that the jail 
committee meet with The Perfection Group to finalize a 
total for improvements and renovations to the jail.

famous hugs that were 
recalled across the area in 
the days following his 
passing, as everyone from 
school-aged children, to his 
former school peers, to 
adults of all ages shared 
their favorite Kody stories, 
remembering fondly the 
young man who had given 
them all so much. 

“He talked to everyone, 
and he treated everybody 
the same,” Ms. Pelly said. 

“Everyone that came 
through the door, he was 
kind to,” said Troy 
Hancock of Hancock Tire, 
where Kody spent his 
Saturdays working. “He 
talked to everybody that 
came through the door, and 
every one of them loved 
him.” 

For the last 15-plus years, 
Hancock says Kody never 
missed a Saturday. He 
would come in, share a cup 
of coffee with everyone, 
and sit down to watch the 
Speed channel, which 
featured cars, trucks and 
other vehicles that often 
served as the basis for 
Kody’s imaginative stories. 

“The last time he was 
down here, he was doing 
the funky chicken dance,” 
Hancock remembered. 
“People always smiled 
when he was around, and 
we’re going to miss our 
friend.” 

“He put a smile on all of 
our faces every time he was 
here,” Garmon said. “He 
would tell the students 
holiday stories for each 
occasion coming up, or just 
normal, every day stories. 
We would sit around and 
try to speak different 
languages, and just sing, 
dance and laugh until we 
cried.” 

Those tears of laughter 
became tears of sadness last 
weekend as Kody was laid 
to rest following a funeral 
service at Freedom 
Separate Baptist Church. 

“There wasn’t a dry eye 
in the house,” Hancock 
said. “Whether someone 


was eight or 80, it didn’t 
matter. That amazed me 
more than anything. They 
all loved Kody.” 

“Most kids look up to 
ballplayers or something, 
but Kody looked up to 
ministers,” Ms. Pelly said. 
“We would go to church 
about 30 minutes early 
every time so he could get 
all of his talking in.” 

“One Sunday,” she 
remembered, “the minister 
said that we all woke up 
with regrets sometimes, and 
that anyone who had never 
woken up with regrets 
should come talk to him 
after the sermon because 
he’d love to meet them. 
Kody said to me, ‘Mom, I 
never woke up with regrets 
before,’ and you know, I 
think that’s definitely true.” 

Kody’s love for preachers 
led to South Kentucky 
Separate Baptist Ministers 
being named honorary 
pallbearers at his service on 
Sunday. 

“When we arrived, we 
saw about eight ministers 
there,” Ms. Pelly said. 
Towards time for the 
sermon to begin, they came 
pouring in. There were 
about 40 there in total.” 

“We’re all going to miss 
him terribly,” Garmon 
added. “My classroom will 
never be the same.” 

Garmon’s sentiments 
were echoed by everyone 
who had the privilege of 
knowing Kody, or sharing 
in his stories or hugs. Kim

Pelly shared her last Kody 
story, which took place on 
Thursday night before his 
passing. 

“He had been on me 
forever to make Christmas 
candy,” she began. “ I 
finally told him I would, 
but that I wasn’t going to 
make his favorite, peanut 
butter bon-bons yet. Well, 
he fussed and we went to 
the store and talked about it 
again on the way home, and 
when I got home, I started 
making them but didn’t tell 
him.” 

“When he came in the 
kitchen, he eyed them and 
went to grab some, but they 
hadn’t finished setting up 
yet so I told him to wait and 
he could have one. He said, 
‘I want two!’ so I told him 
he could have two when 
they were ready. He had his 
two and went to bed, and 
those were the last thing he 
had to eat—his favorite 
Christmas candy.” 

Ms. Pelly has asked 
everyone to send her their 
Kody stories, and she plans 
to somehow turn them into 
a book that she can keep 
and share with others who 
knew him .Those stories, 
along with ones gone 
unshared by people across 
the county, highlight a 
memory that will carry on, 
both on written pages and 
in the hearts and minds of 
those that knew Kody. 

“He was so full of life,” 
Ms. Pelly said. “He really 
touched a lot of people.”

USDA NRCS in Kentucky Announces 
2014 Fann Bill Program Participation 

First application cut-off period for the Environmental Quality 
Incentives Program (EQIP) and Wildlife Piabitat Incentive 
Program (WPIIP) applications will be January 17,2014. 

The USDA-Natural Resources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) in Kentucky is encouraging landowners, farmers 
and producers to visit their local NRCS office now to 
receive information and apply for conservation technical 
assistance and possible financial funding opportunities. 

The application process for NRCS’s conservation 
programs is continuous, but funding selections for 
specific programs are made throughout the year. For the 
Environmental Quality Incentives Program (EQIP) and 
Wildlife Habitat Incentive Program (WHIP) the first 
application cutoff period date for consideration for 2014 
funds is January 17, 2014. Applications received after 
January 17, 2014, will be held until the next application 
cut off period, which will be April 18,2014. 

NRCS Acting State Conservationist Jack Kuhn 
announced this month that technical and financial 
assistance is available to eligible applicants for the EQIP. 
EQIP is a conservation program that provides financial 
and technical assistance to farmers and ranchers who face 
threats to soil, water, air, and related natural resources on 
their land. Through EQIP, NRCS develops contracts with 
agricultural producers to voluntarily implement 
conservation practices. Persons engaged in livestock or 
agricultural production and owners of non-industrial 
private forestland are eligible for this program. Eligible 
land includes cropland, pastureland, private non¬ 
industrial forestland, and other farm or ranch lands. 

All recipients of assistance are required to develop a 
conservation plan. Conservation planning is an integral 
part of the conservation process. Landowners should 
work with a conservation planner to develop the plan 
based on the landowner’s operational goals to improve 
the productivity, sustainability and profitability of their 
operation. The conservation plan will serve as a roadmap 
to a variety of technical assistance and financial 
assistance through EQIP and WHIP, as well as other 
options available to the landowner. “We’re getting back 
to our roots with conservation planning,’’ says Kuhn. 
“Conservation planning is the vital first step in 
understanding natural resources on your land, and also 
understanding how technical and financial conservation 
assistance can be incorporated into your operation to help 
you help the land.” He added, “Now is the time to contact 
your local NRCS Eield Office to develop a conservation 
plan.”

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Strategies for 
Winter Feeding 

Rainy weather makes winter feeding a dreaded chore. The muck 
and manure can lead to site damage, run-off, and unhealthy calves. 
Choosing the right place and best method for winter feeding can 
improve production and reduce threats to nearby water resources. 
Here are a few winter feeding strategies you might consider. 

Confined winter feeding allows cattle to access a structure for 
feeding and then return to a larger forage pasture By placing water 
and mineral supplements away from the structure, cattle will be 
enticed to eat in the structure and then move away. The volume of 
manure will be easier to manage because the animals will spread it 
throughout the fields. Eeeding structures can be covered or 
uncovered. The UK Cooperative Extension Service recently 
developed new blueprints for building an uncovered feeding 
structure. Copies can be picked up at the Extension Office or found 
online at 

Sacrificial pastures may also be used to reduce the area damaged 
from winter feeding. A paddock within a rotational grazing system 
is selected to do all the winter feeding. Cows may or may not be 
able to leave the paddock. Keeping the cattle in the paddock will 
protect remaining paddocks from winter damage. On the other 
hand, allowing cattle to come and go from the area will result in 
better nutrient distribution. Many farmers who keep cattle confined 
to the single paddock the entire season will plant summer annual 
forages in the paddock the following summer to take advantage of 
the dense resource of nutrients. 

Einally, heavy-use area pads around winter feeding areas can 
greatly reduce mud and rutting from tractor and hoof traffic. These 
pads are constructed using geotextile fabric, crushed stone and 
dense grade aggregate. To construct the pad, the top soil of soil is 
removed down to a solid base. Geotextile fabric is then laid and 
covered with 6 inches of #4 crushed stone. Three inches of dense 
grade aggregate are then spread on top. 

Adair County Feeder 
Calf Program Update 

Over 1,100 head have now been enrolled in the Adair County 
Eeeder calf program with over 500 of those head expected to sell 
between now and March. A total of five calves have been identified 
as being positive for BVD-PI. Those calves were pulled from the 
herd to prevent further exposure of the disease to fellow herd mates. 
Here are a few highlights from some recent sales of calves enrolled 
in the program. 

50 head of mixed calves topped the markets on October 23rd. 5 
weight steers sold for $167 per hundred, $7 above market average. 
5 weight heifers sold for $149 per hundred, $9 per hundred above 
market average. 

49 head of Charolais and Charolais cross calves topped the sales 
on December 4th. Heifers averaging 538 lbs sold for $152 per 
hundredweight, $8 above the average market price. Steers 
averaging around 550 lbs sold for $166 per hundred, $4 above 
market average. 

The Adair County Eeeder Calf program continues to see success 
and shows good promise as a highly effective strategy to market 
feeder calves and reach top market prices. If you would like to 
participate in the program, contact the Adair County Cooperative 
Extension Service at 384-2317.

Seven Die On Kentucky 
Roadways Last Week 

Preliminary statistics* indicate that seven people died in six separate 
crashes on Kentuckyis roadways from Monday, Dec. 2 through Sunday, 
Dec. 8,2013. 

One double fatality motor vehicle crash occurred in Barren County. 
One of the victims was not wearing a seat belt. 

Two single-fatality motor vehicle crashes occurred in Jefferson 
County. 

One single fatality motor vehicle crash occurred in each of the 
following counties: Estill, Marion and Russell. The victims in all three 
crashes were not wearing seat belts. 

Through Dec. 8, preliminary statistics* indicate that 598 people have 
lost their lives on Kentucky roadways during 2013. This is 107 fewer 
than reported for this time period in 2012. Of the 463 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 232 victims were not wearing seat belts. Of the 72 motorcycle 
fatalities, 44 were not wearing a 
helmet. Ten of the 10 ATV 
fatalities were not wearing a 
helmet. Forty-nine pedestrians and 
three bicycle riders have been 
killed. One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has been 
reported. A total of 133 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use of 
alcohol. As of Dec. 8, Kentucky 
has had 74 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported during 
2013. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a 
description of the vehicle, 
location, direction of travel and 
license number if possible. 

*These statistics are still 
preliminary as KSP waits for all 
local law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state to report any 
crashes and fatalities that may 
have occurred in their areas.

we normally do because of the

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Indians, Lady Indians Drop District Dpener At Marion

Both James Turner’s Adair County Lady Indians and Mark 
Fudge’s Indians made the trek to Lebanon Tuesday night for their 
respective 20th District openers, and while both teams 
showedflashes of brilliant play, neither was consistent enough to 
earn the win. 

Lady Indians 49 Marion County 59 

The opening game of the night featured Adair going up against 
the defending state champion Lady Knights, who despite losing 
most major contributors from last year’s squad, were once again 
picked to win the 20th District crown. Both teams played at an up¬ 
tempo pace for most of the game, but early turnovers and too many 
missed shots down the stretch cost the Tribe a chance at the W. 

‘T thought we played hard,” Coach Turner said of his squad after 
the loss. “We just weren’t as aggressive as I’d like to see on 
offense. I was pleased with our energy and effort on defense.” 

Marion opened the contest in a full court press and forced Adair 
into several early turnovers. The Lady Knights built a quick 9-0 
lead before Kassidi Taylor finally put Adair on the scoreboard with 
a three from the top of the key. After the initial onslaught from 
Marion, Adair’s defense tightened up and both teams struggled to 
take care of the ball. 

Senior Harlee Smock gave the offense a lift as the quarter 
neared a close, as she found Beth Owens cutting to the basket for a 
score and then got a bucket of her own on a drop step from the 
right block, and the quarter ended with Adair trailing, 14-8. 

Kassidi Taylor opened the second period with her second long- 
range bomb of the game to cut the deficit to three, but Adair could 
never get over the hump. Both teams cut down on their turnovers 
in the second quarter, but made shots were hard to come by. After 
a mini-run from Marion, senior Emily Peck reeled off four straight 
points, and Beth Owens came up with a steal and hit Kassidi 
Taylor for a runout layup to bring the game within two points. 
Taylor leaked out for another uncontested layup to close the half, 
but the Tribe trailed by five at intermission, 27-22.

The third quarter opened with promise for the Tribe as Taylor 
knocked in her third triple of the contest, Harlee Smock hit two 
free throws, and Alex Keltner dropped a floater in from 10 feet out 
to knot the game up at 29, but Marion answered with a run of their 

own. The Lady Knights’ Alexis 
Calhoun asserted herself on the 
defensive end, and the Tribe 
struggled to deal with her length 
and shot blocking. 

“We let their big girl just 
dominate inside,” Turner said. 
“We just didn’t rebound.” 

Marion ended the third with a 
comfortable eight-point lead. 

The fourth quarter was hard- 
fought, but Adair never again 
threatened. Alex Keltner kept 
the game close with five made 
free throws and an assist to 
Brooklyn Coomer, but it wasn’t 
enough as Adair was sent home 
with a ten-point loss. 

“We’re going to work on 
speeding up the tempo,” Turner 
said.

The second game of the night Tuesday was a competitive one, 
but too many missed shots around the basket for Adair, coupled 
with a fast-paced Marion County offense that kept the Tribe on their 
heels defensively, proved to much for the Indians to overcome, as 
they lost the nightcap, 70-63. 

“I thought our guys played pretty hard,” Coach Fudge said 
following the loss. “Two things 
that really stuck out were, one, 
we missed too many close shots, 
and two, we gave up too many 
transition points.” 

Those problems weren’t 
initially evident, as Zach 
Hutchison put the first points of 
the game on the board with a 
nifty drive down the lane and 
lefty finish, and performed an 
almost identical move just 
moments later, this time drawing 
the foul. He hit his free throw 
and Adair was up 5-4 lead early. 

The remainder of the quarter 
was back-and-forth, and things 
looked promising for Adair as 
they led after one quarter, 14-11. 

The lead stretched to 20-14 in 
the second thanks to a Ty 
Bennett drive for two from the 
right wing, and two straight 
buckets from Chance Melton, 
but Marion came roaring back 
with a run of their own. 

The Knights led 32-25 late in 
the second period when Ty 
Bennett pulled down a defensive 
board and tore down the court 
with five seconds left. Bennett 
surprisingly picked up his 
dribble and looked to pass as the 
final seconds were ticking away, 
but unable to find a teammate, 
launched a contested 25-footer 
that dropped right through the 
net to bring Adair within four at 
the half, 32-28. 

The momentum from the 
buzzer beater carried over into 
the start of the third, as Adair 
trimmed the lead to one with a 
Chance Melton turnaround off a 


pass from Matt Fudge and a Jacob Pooler free throw, but Marion 
quickly answered with a 7-0 run. 

Adair’s big men kept the Indians in the game as the third quarter 
winded down. Jake Hixson and Jacob Pooler each knocked down a 
pair of free throws, and a Hixson offensive rebound and dish to 
Melton for two cut the margin to 45-40. Marion answered with a 
quick three, but Matt Fudge pulled up for a 12-foot floater as time 

winded down in the period to 
close the quarter. Marion led 
48-42. 

Adair kept the game close in 
the fourth, but never again 
threatened to regain the lead, as 
Marion was able to dictate the 
pace, and Adair’s starting 
backcourt of Zach Hutchison 
and Matt Fudge both battled foul 
trouble, with Fudge eventually 
fouling out and Hutchison 
finishing with four after having 
to sit for long stretches most of 
the game. In the end, the Tribe 
came up seven points short, 70- 
63. 

“When we got behind we kind 
of got into their style of game,” 
Fudge said of the pace in the 
fourth quarter. “Foul trouble got 
us again too.” 

Ty Bennett provided a spark 
off the bench for Adair, as he 
and Chance Melton each scored 
15 to lead Adair. Hutchison 
added 11 in limited minutes, and 
point guard Matt Fudge 
contributed nine. Jacob Pooler 
showed his considerable 
potential with a seven-point 
outing, and senior defensive 
stoppers Marshall Shelley and 
Jake Hixson each added three. 

The Tribe will be back in 
action Friday for their district 
home opener against Taylor.

Boy, that Heisman thing cleared up 
quickly. An investigation that had been 
ongoing for months, and was expected 
to take at least two more weeks, 
wrapped up in a nice, neat little package 
just in time for the Heisman votes to be 
cast. 

Please don’t get me wrong here. I’m 
in no way insinuating that Jameis 
Winston was actually guilty of anything, 
or that there was any kind of cover-up. I simply don’t have the 
information necessary to say, and my opinion on that is less than 
amateur-level. Actual professionals who are paid ridiculous amounts 
of money to decide these things decided there was not enough 
evidence against Winston to press charges. I completely respect that, 
and from the bits and pieces of the case leaked to the media, I likely 
agree with their conclusion. I’m only commenting on the incredibly 
convenient timing of such a ruling. 

It also brings up an interesting, yet unfortunate and disgusting 
reality. Yes, there was probably preferential treatment to the 
Winston case in order to wrap it up in timefor the Heisman voting 
and the BCS Title game selection. Winston’s relative sports 
celebrity helped a decision be reached faster than it might normally 
have been, and possibly even ahead of other violent cases. 

But it also highlights a litany of other issues regarding criminal 
investigations involving athletes, specifically where women or 
sexual assault violations are alleged. Both parties are almost always 
destroyed in such instances, and that’s the saddest part of the 
narrative. Criminal cases should, at the very most, result in one 
party—the guilty one, receiving the brunt of the public blowback, if 
there must for some reason be any at all. 

That isn’t what’s happened here, and it isn’t what happens in 
most of these cases. Winston is viewed by many as being cleared of 
charges because of his status as a star college football player. That’s 
not uncommon, either. Undoubtedly, that sort of thing happens 
across the world, as our society all-too-often protects public figures 
from their missteps and deeds. I won’t do it here, but any sports fan 
could rattle off an impressive list of athletes they think have been 
guilty of something or another, but who have had the charges 
dropped or been found not guilty. 

On the other hand, fanatical sports lovers immediately set about 
digging up any and all proverbial skeletons in the closet of accusers. 
Within a day of even knowing about the Winston case, I knew 
embarrassing details about the young woman who accused him, as 
Florida State fans turned her life and past into an open book on the 
Internet. The same is true of many women who file similar cases 
against athletes, as virtual detectives seek out ways to discredit her 
claims and paint her as promiscuous, deceitful, or in search or 
money or fame. 

It’s disgusting on both accounts. Our entire justice system 
operates under the presumption of innocence until guilt is proven in 
a court of law. However, an alarming portion of society holds public 
court where evidence and facts are optional at best, and completely 
fabricated at worst. The argument doesn’t center on right and 
wrong, or which side of the law an individual happens to operate on, 
but instead on which teams you cheer for and against. Battle lines 
are drawn, and the harassment of the individual involved from the 
opposite side commences. 

It has to stop. There are things much more important and serious 
than sports, and this is one of them. We absolutely cannot continue 
to forever label someone a criminal and at the same time ruin the 
life of the accuser by dragging them through the mud and bullying 
them into hiding because they dared to speak out against our 
favorite player or team. In many of these instances, at least one 
party can be guilty of bad judgment, but that is a far cry from 
engaging in criminal activity or from being the monster they are 
painted as. 

I realize this column isn’t overtly sports-related, but the issue at 
hand is one all too common in the world of sports, and one that I’ve 
seen at the forefront yet again this week regarding the Winston case. 
If Jameis Winston is ruled to have committed no crime, which he 
has been, then the jokes, which are despicable given their nature 
anyway, have no merit, just like the mudslinging against his accuser 
and other alleged victims. 

The two are most certainly never both guilty of a crime, and it’s 
time that we stop treating them as such. Leave the professional 
sports to the professional athletes, and leave the professional justice 
and law to professional judges and lawyers. The only court we need 
to concern ourselves with has a hoop on both ends.

While much of the area was frozen solid over the past 
weekend, the Lady Indians were red hot, shooting 60-percent 
from the field against Wayne County on Saturday night as they 
cruised to a 77-44 win.

Adair ahead 6-0 with barely a minute gone in the contest. Senior 
guard Kassidi Taylor splashed in a three, Beth Owens scored 
twice by blasting through her defender, and Keltner drained a 
three and two layups to make it 23-12 after one quarter. 

Adair would not look back. An Owens pivot move and score 
in the post, Keltner baseline drive and score, and Emily Peck 
rebound and bucket opened the second quarter.
